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ABOUT 

TROGIR 

— last month’s 
Kalifomski 
Kontest 
town. 







A small town and port west of Split. In the 3rd century 
B.C. Greeks from a colony on Vis island (Issa) founded a 
settlement here on a tiny island between the mainland 
and the island of Ciovo. The old name Tragurion, 
according to one interpretation derives from the name 
of a mountain Kozjak (Tragos the Greek for “goat" and 
oros the Greek for “hill”), i.e. the settlement near 
Goats’ Hill. It flourished as a Roman port located, as it 
was, near Salona. After the fall of the Western Empire 
it passed under Byzantine domination. In the 9th 
century it began to pay tribute to Croatian rulers. In the 
11th century it was the seat of a bishopric, and in 1107 
Croatian-Hungarian King Koloman recognized its 
rights as a city. The Saracens attacked and devastated 
the town in the early 12th century. In the 13th and 14th 
centuries Trogir was governed by the Subic family and 
the counts of Bribir. Like Split Trogir held out against 
the Venetians for some time, finally recognizing 
Venetian sovereignty in 1420. In 1797 the Austrians 
took possession, their domination interrupted by a brief 
period of French rule (1806—1814). In the 15th and 
16th centuries Trogir was the home of several 
humanists: Ivan Sobota; Koriolan, Ludovik and Petar 
Cipiko, Matej and Fran Trankvil Andreis. 

The oldest finds date from the period of settlement 
(two fragments of Greek inscriptions, 3rd century B.C.). 

A marble relief of the god Kairos, god of luck, or the 
propitious moment, suggestive of the work done by 
Lysippus (1st century) is preserved in the Benedictine 
monastery; a statue of the goddess Hera is found in the 
Archaeological Museum in Zagreb; a relief depicting a 
washerwoman is built into the Cipiko mansion. Several 
Roman inscriptions and decorative architectural 
fragments have also been found (some of them in the 
lapidary collection of the Town Museum) and part of 
The Saturae or Feast of Trimalchio by Petronius. In the 
vicinity are the stone quarries (Tragurium marmore 
notum, Pliny the Elder) where stone was quarried for 
Diocletian’s palace in Split. A tablet bearing a Latin 
inscription in cursive minuscule Tabella plumbea 
Traguriensis is deposited with the Archaeological 
Museum in Zagreb; several mementoes of the early 
Christian period remain (sarcophagi). A few 
inscriptions survive from the period of early Byzantine ■ 
rule (8th and 9th centuries), one citing Emperor 
Constantine. 


In the town a number of houses with their original 
Romanesque doors, windows and other details have 
survived. Another example of the Romanesque is the 
13th-century church of St John the Baptist with a 
spindle-shaped bellcot; the church contains fragments 
of medieval frescoes, a Pieta by Firentinac, the tomb of 
the Cipiko family, a 15th-century Gothic painted 
crucifix. The 14th-century single-nave church of St 
Nicholas attached to the Benedictine convent has a 
Renaissance bell-tower (1598); the tympanum relief 
over the portal is by Niccolo Dente (1372), a Venetian 
sculptor; the church contains the Sobota family tomb 
by Firentinac, Renaissance and baroque altars, a Gothic 
wooden polyptych, a painting of The Circumcision by 
Jacopo Palma the Younger. Adjoining the church is a 
Renaissance cloister which contains a lapidary 
collection. 

The Gothic town loggia (Gradska lodja) in its 
present form dates from the 15th century (the relief 
depicting Justice with figures of the patron saint and 
the city escutcheon is by Firentinac; the relief of Ban 
Ivan Berislavic is by Ivan MeStrovic. Next to the loggia 
is a clock-tower, formerly the church of St Sebastian 
(the statues of Christ and St Sebastian by Firentinac). 
The Town Hal! (Gradska vijecnica) dates from the 15th 
century, renovated in the 19th century and after World 
War II. The small loggia (mala lodja), today the fish 
market, was built in 1527 as a shelter for travellers 
before they were allowed into the town. Of special note 
among the private homes are: the two 15th-century 
Cipiko mansions with Venetian Gothic trilight 
windows, the Renaissance Lucid mansion and the 
baroque Garanjin-Fanfogna m ansi on. 

Of the remaining fortifications one should single out 
Kamerlengo castle and the 15th-century tower of St 
Mark. A Renaissance town gate (an inscription dated 
1593) and part of the medieval walls survive at the 
southern end of town. The late Renaissance north gate 
(Land Gate) was built between 1656 and 1660.
